The  Foroery  of  American  Greenbacks  in 
Sheffield — The  Sentence  of  the  Forgers. 
— The  Manchester  Examiner  of  July  11, 
gives  the  following  on  the  termination  of  the 
trial  of  the  two  individuals  charged  with 
having  forged  greenbacks  at  Sheffield.  The 
case  was  before  the  York  Assizes  Crown 
Court,  Mr.  Justice  Meller  presiding.  The 
Examiner  says 

Edwin  Hides  and  Henry  Light,  who,  ou 
the  previous  day,  had  been  found  guilty  of 
forging  American  $10  notes,  commonly 
known  as  "greenbacks,  '  at  Sheffield,  were 
this  morning  brought  up  for  sentence.  On 
the  part  of  the  prosecution,  Hides  had  been 
recommended  to  the  merciful  consideration 
of  the  Court,  and  bis  lordship  stated  that  he 
took  this  into  account,  as  well  as  the  good 
character  which  had  been  given  him,  when 
he  sentenced  him  to  fifteen  months'  impris- 
onment. Light,  who  was  deeper  in  the 
scheme  than  Hides,  his  lordship  sentenced 
to  four  years  penal  servitude. 

The  forty-Fifth  Mounted  Infantry. — 
This  regiment  is  being  recruited  for  the 
most  agreeable  arm  of  the  service.  The  men 
fight  on  foot,  but  use  their  horses  for  rapid 
marches.  They  are  especially  useful  in  re- 
sisting raids  such  as  the  rebels  make  into 
Kentucky.

Man- 
nen,  of  Mason  county,  who  has  seen  active 
service  in  the  [6th  Kentucky,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  popnlai  young  officers  in  that 
reg i m eu  t.— Maysoille  Eagle.

Some  of  the  items  in  the  list  of  articles 
so  provided  are  Eleven  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred pieces  of  boddiug,  equivalent  to  a  com- 
plete equipment  for  l.SOOof  the  more  severe- 
ly wounded  men,  20,000  pounds  of  ice,  2,000 
jars  of  jellies  and  conserves,  110  boxes  of 
lemons,  over  3,000  bottles  of  wines  and 
liquors,  besides  000  gallons  ot  ale — not  for- 
getting tobacco  and  pipes,  and  the  more  im- 
portant aid  rendered  to  the  field  surgeons,  by 
ample  supplies  of  sponges,  oiied  silk,  ban- 
dages and  other  amides 

It  is  not  surprising  to  hear  that  our  suf- 
fering soldiers  and  surgeons  thanked  God 
when  they  saw  the  approach  of  the  agents 
of  the  Sanitary  Commission,  during  the  heat 
and  turmoil  of  that  sanguinary  strife.  It 
was  a  magnificant  woik  ot  relief  that 
was  performed  by  the  Commission  at  Gettys 
burg — one  more  link  added  to  the  chain  of 
gratitude  which  binds  it  to  the  hearts  of  the 
people  and  the  army.

The  Hostaoe  Officers. — In  response  to  the 
the  announcement  thaJ.  General  Wm.  H.  F. 
Lee  and  Captain  Winder  have  been  placed 
in  confinement  at  Old  Point,  as  hostages  for 
the  two  Yankee  officers  Flinn  and  Sawyer, 
condemned  to  be  shot  by  the  Confederate 
authorites,  our  Commissioner  has  informed 
the  Federal  Government  that  the  Confeder- 
ate Government  will  not  be  intimidated  by 
any  such  threats,  and  that  the  execution  of 
said  officers  will  take  place  as  soon  as  the 
President  may  see  lit.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Executive  will  see  fit  to  give  the  order  tor 
the  execution  immediately;  and  as  we  have 
now  over  five  hundred  officers  in  our  hands, 
besides  some  five  or  six  thousand  privates,  it 
is  in  the  power  of  the  Government  to  carry 
retaliation  to  a  very  bitter  extreme.  The 
people  call  for  the  death  of  those  two  Yan- 
kees, and  it  is  useless  to  delay  their  death 
any  longer. — [Richmond  Enquirer. 

President  Lord   and  Dartmouth  College. 

The  Trustees  of  Dartmouth  College  have 
published  a  statement  relative  to  the  resig- 
nation of  President  Lord.  From  this  docu- 
ment it  appears  that  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  on  the  23d  of  July,  certain  proceed- 
ings of  the  Merrimac  county  Conference  of 
Congregational  Churches  in  June  were 
brought  before  the  Board  for  their  consider- 
ation. They  consisted  of  a  series  of  resolu- 
tions and  report  thereon  by  a  committee 
The"  resolutions  declare  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Trustees  of  Dartmouth  College,  in  view 
of  the  prejudice  existing  against  its  Presi- 
dent on  account  of  his  avowed  peculiar  sen- 
timents on  the  war,  to  enquire  if  the  inter- 
ests of  the  College  do  not  demand  a  change 
in  its  Presidency.  These  resolutions  were 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Conference, 
who  reported  that  it  was  not  expedient  to 
present  the  resolutions  to  the  Trustees,  but 
recommended  that  they  be  printed  for  circu- 
lation. The  resolutions  therefore  appear  to 
have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Trus- 
tees indirectly.  They  adoptel  a  series  of 
resolutions  declaring  that  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege sympathizes  heartily  with  the  Govern- 
ment in  its  efforts  to  put  down  the  rebellion, 
and  rejoices  to  do  honor  to  the  many  sons 
of  Dartmouth  who  have  engaged  in  the  war. 
Also  hailing  with  joy  the  prospective  de- 
struction of  slavery,  and  appealing  to  the

Very  few  Northern  newspapers  seem  to 
have  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  meaning 
and  result  of  our  recent  election  Some  of 
the  Republican  papers  affect  to  claim  it  as 
a  triumph|for/A«i)  cause  and  an  endorsement 
of  the  Administration,  while  on  the  oth- 
er hand  some  partizan  Democratic  jour- 
nals look  upon  it  as  the  result  of  intimida- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  military.  Among  the 
Northern  papers,  there  is  one  which  under- 
stands its  full  force  and  meaning  and  views 
the  result  of  it  as  honorable  to  the  patriot- 
ism and  intelligence  of  the  State,  and  as  a 
triumph  of  the  country,  which  ought  to  be 
held  as  such  by  all  loyal  men  everywhere 
That  staunch  Democratic  paper,  the  Boston 
Post,  has  the  subjoined  remarks  on  the  Ken- 
tucky election.  The  Post  squarely  hits  the 
nail  on  the  head.  A  juster  appreciation  of 
the  subject  could  not  be  conceived. 

The  Kestuckv  Elkctios. — The  result  of 
the  Kentucky  election  finally  anchors  this 
.State,  not  in  the  turbulent  waters  of  a  suici- 
dal radicalism,  but  in  the  calm  haven  of 
Constitutional  liberty.  It  is  a  victory  over 
secession  and  over  abolition  and  for  the  Un- 
ion and  the  laws.  It  is  a  victory  precisely 
like  that  which  placed  that  accomplished 
aud  patriotic  statesmen,  Horatio  Seymour, 
in  the  gubernatorial  chairof  New  York  ;  and 
because  it  is  this,  does  it  deserve  to  be  hail- 
ed as  another  auspicous  omen,  worthy  of 
national  thanksgiving. 

The  Union  men  of  Kentucky  have  had  a 
hard  road  to  travel  in  ;  for  they  have  had  fo 
contend  against  the  leading  measures  of  the 
administration  which,  in  this  State,  tended 
to  strengthen  the  secession  cause,  and  also 
against  the  rebels  in  arms.  But  they  kept 
before  them  the  great  fact  that  the  adminis- 
tration was  one  thing  and  the  great  govern- 
ment ol  the  fathers  was  another,  and  held 
that  the  best  system  ever  devised  by  man 
ought  not  to  be  given  over  to  rebellion  be- 
cause of  the  adoption  of  obnoxious  meas- 
ure*.

There  are  but  few  men  possessed  of  more  of  the 
virtues,  and  fewer  ;  the  faults,  to  which  human 
ity  is  heir,  than  was  Maj.  Taylor.  His  intimate 
friends  ever  fouud  in  him  a  warm  and  genial  com- 
panion, the  world  at  large  a  courteous  and  affable 
gentleman.  Upon  entering  the  Infirmary  he  at 
once  elicited  in  an  unusual  degroo,  the  sympathy 
of  his  physicians,  and  those  kind  sisters  who 
ministored  to  his  wants.  Modest  and  retiring  in 
manner,  he  seemed  neither  to  know  nor  appreciate 
his  own  worth.  As  an  author  he  will  ever  re- 
main fresh  in  the  memory  of  his  friends.  There 
was  a  pathos  and  beauty  pervading  most  of  his 
productions  that  was  really  touching.  He  retain 
ed  his  intellectual  faculties  to  the  last,  and  died 
without  a  struggle. 

"Ob  !  touch  the  harp  gently,"  for  gently  he  lived  ! 
"Oh  I  touch  the  hurp  gently,"  lor  gently  be  died  ! 
And  softly,  as  falls  the  loaf  on  tho  river. 
Passed  he  away  to  the  beauteous  forever. 

Beauteous  forever  to  him  it  must  be, 
For  from  earth's  foibles  forever  bo's  free:

Died,  on  Sunday,  the  19th  ultimo,  at  the  resi- 
dence* of  his  brother,  F.  Ncel,  Esq.,  at  Shelby  - 
ville,  Ky.,  Richard  Neel,  Esq.,  late  of  May- 
field,  Graves  eounty,  Ky.,  aged  forty  years,  three 
months,  and  fourteen  days . 

Much  might  be  said  of  the  distinguished  qual- 
ities and  Christian  virtue?  of  tho  deceased.  To 
those  who  knew  him  praiso  is  not  needed  to  do  honor 
to  his  memory,  for  respect  and  love  and  venera- 
tion is  tho  tribute  of  every  heart ;  to  those  who 
know  him  not  the  praise  that  is  but  justly  due 
would  seem  extravagant.  The  writer  of  this  ar- 
ticle has  lived  upon  the  most  intimate  and  confi- 
dential terms  with  him  for  a  quarter  of  a  century , 
having  seen  him  act  his  part  in  all  the  relations  of 
life,  and  in  no  single  instance  has  he  ever  known 
or  heard  of  an  unworthy  or  reproachful  act  that 
he  has  committed.  Would  that  all  men  were  such 
as  be  was  1  Then  peace  on  earth  and  good  will 
among  men  would  prevail  throughout  the  world.

As  a 
patriot  he  responded,  and  as  a  patriot  he  fearless- 
ly met  every  issue  and  discharged  every  public 
duty,  lie  was  the  ropreseotativo  of  Graves  coun- 
ty iu  the  last  Legislature,  and  doubtless  would 
have  been  coutinued  but  for  his  physical  inability. 

If  he  has  an  enemy  on  earth  ,  it  is  because  ho 
was  his  country's  friend. 

His  career  is  ended,  but  we  have  left  unto  ua 
the  record  of  a  pure  and  guileless  life.  His  name 
will  not  perish — his  good  works  will  follow  him. 
As  husband  and  father,  no  man  was  more  indul- 
gent, kind  and  loving.  No  wife  and  children  ever 
mourned  the  loss  of  a  dearer  object  of  the  heart's 
best  affections.  He  united  with  the  Baptist 
church  in  early  life,  and  has  ever  been  a  consis- 
tent and  exemplary  Christian.  Naturally  frail 
in  physical  constitution,  he  finally  yielded  to 
consumption,  and  died  a  tranquil,  trustful,  and 
victorious  death. 

We  mourn  not  as  those  that|Are  con fortless ,  for 
we  know  that  he  lives  in  our  Father's  kiogdoin.

The  Draft.— The  Provost  Marshal  General  has 
decided : 

1.  When  drafted  men  fail  to  report,  the  district 
is  not  responsible  for  their  desertion  any  more 
than  for  the  desertion  of  members  of  its  quota  in 
the  field.  The  district  must,  therefore,  be  credit- 
ed for  them. 

2.  The  paying  $300  for  "procuration  of  sub- 
stitutes" under  the  law  throws  upon  tho  Govern- 
ment the  responsibility  of  providing  such  substi- 
tutes, and  relieves  the  district  therefrom.
